The campaign to lead next year’s 
Students’ Union ended with jubilation 
for some candidates Thursday night, 
and disappointment for others. 

Newly elected Vice President 
(External) Aden Murphy redeemed 
himself for last year’s defeat, receiving 
2,781 votes, or 61 per cent, to take the 
portfolio in the third round. 

“Tt was a very close race, a very close 
campaign. It would’ve been a lot easier 
if] didn’t have to run against two guys | 
respect so much,” Murphy said. 

Jaiman Chin, a fellow candidate for 
the position, was disappointed with 
the result but took it in stride. 

“You know, it doesn’t matter what 
the outcome was, it doesn’t matter what 
the percentage was, whether it was one 
per cent or 12 per cent, it’s going to be 
hard to take,” Chin said. 

The other unsuccessful candidate 
Jon Mastel expressed confidence in 
Murphy’s abilities. 

“IT believe Murphy's going to do 
a very good job; [m happy he got 
elected. He’s going to do a competent 
job and is the perfect man for this posi- 
tion,” he said. 

Inthe race for Vice President (Student 
Life), Rory Tighe narrowly claimed 
victory with 51 per cent in the first 
round. 

“Tm pretty stoked. I'm excited. It 
was a really good campaign put up by 
both candidates and I’m honestly very 
happy with the results,” Tighe said. “I 
think it shows that both races put out a 
very good campaign and I think it was 
great. 

“T made a lot of promises; I better 
make sure that I can keep them this 
year, eh?”

Kayla McCarthy, the only other can- 
didate for the Student Life portfolio said 
that both she and Tighe ran similarly 
strong campaigns. 

“It’s not surprising to me. Rory has 
an incredible support base and all in all 
it worked out fine. I’m not really heart- 
broken about it — life goes on. Me and 
Rory were both very strong candidates. 
We both had basically the same plat- 
forms,” she said. 

Tom LAbbé and James Eastham com- 
peted for the position of Vice President 
(Academic). Eastham was named the 
winner, having garnered 52 per cent of 
votes in the first round. 

“Tm really happy. It’s a lot of pres- 
sure off me right now, and I mean all 
the best to Tom,” Eastham stated. “This 
year’s an important year, and I think 


we've got a big fight ahead of us, but I 
think I’m ready for it.” 

“T wish James all the best and I hope 
he does an amazing job. I know that he 
will,” LAbbé said. 

The position of Vice President 
(Operations and Finance) was the only 
uncontested race this year. Incumbent 
Zach Fentiman will resume his previ- 
ous position, after garnering 81 per 
cent of the first-place votes after the 
first round. 

“Tm excited to work with a new 
team, a different team,” Fentiman said. 
“Tm happy that students are willing to 
see me back for another year to con- 
tinue on the work that I started. For 
next year, I'll try to make sure the race 
is a contested one.” 

Sangram Hansra and Craig Turner 


ran for the role of undergraduate 
Board of Governors Representative. 
Turner obtained 60 per cent of votes 
in the second round, facing elec- 
toral success after his defeat in the 
presidential race during last year’s 
election. 

“Tm excited. I’m really glad that my 
campaign resonated with students. 
That was my hope and I think students 
agreed that some of my ideas are what 
they’re looking for,” Turner said. 

Hansra accepted the students’ deci- 
sion in the election. 

“The students voted. So yeah, Craig 
will be a good representative for stu- 
dents, so congratulations to him,” 
Hansra said. 

The new Student’s Union Executive 
will assume office on May 1, 2010.

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Dehod newly elected SU President

The race for Students’ Union President 
came to a close on Thursday with a 
decisive victory for Nick Dehod. 

Only one round was needed to 
make a decision, with current SU Vice 
President (Student Life) Dehod garner- 
ing 61 per cent of ballots cast, pushing 
out his nearest contender, Vikram Seth, 
with 3,486 votes. 

“A lot of people worked really hard 
on this election. It was really nice that 
we saw a lot of people coming forward. 
A lot of these races were really toughly 
contested, and that’s a positive thing 
for democracy on campus. I hope as a 
consequence, we see more people out 
running for these positions,’ Dehod 
said shortly after his victory. 

“Tm really excited to look forward 
and work with the other candidates.” 

Seth and third-place candidate Adam 
Zepp trailed far behind in the first- 
round win, only earning 18 and 11 per 
cent of votes, respectively. 

5,690 votes were cast in the presiden- 
tial race, from a total of 6,080 ballots. 

Despite increased allowances for 
social media by the Chief Returning 
Officer this year, voter turnout inched 
up only slightly, from 5,703 — an 
increase of only one per cent. 

“Clearly, people wanted someone 
they were comfortable with, someone 
they knew to be part of next year’s exec- 
utive, and Nick Dehod was that guy. I 
wish the best to him,” Zepp said. “A lot 
of volunteers put a lot of work into [my 
campaign], but ultimately the students 


decided, and I have respect for them.” 

Seth expressed surprise at his victory, 
but still lamented the chance to serve 
students in the coming year. 

“Tm feeling all right. 'm happy that 
someone who is passionate about the 
Students’ Union wil 
he said. “You always hope for different 
developments, but in the end, I’m proud 
of the fact that I think I ran a good cam- 
paign. I ran on the idea that the SU still 
needs to change, and 
that.” 

President-elect Dehod also explained 
that the Students’ Union would tackle 
the coming school year with vigour. 

“There’s a lot that we need to 
accomplish moving forward, and I'll

work my hardest to make sure that 
I'm meeting their needs,” Dehod said. 
“But I also hope that they will help 
out with all of the things that need 
to be addressed this year, whether 
is becoming involved with Students’ 
Council or Faculty Associations or 
Residence Associations, because 
although we just had elections for 
these executive positions, when it 
comes to changes across campus, we 
deal with leaders across campus. 

“T had a lot of people helping out 
with this campaign that were working 
hard around the clock, and honestly, it 
wouldn't have happened without their 
help, so it’s really exciting, but the other 
guys worked really hard, too.” 


PAW, U-Pass Yes; Millennium Villages No

The fate of three initiatives went to the 
hands of University of Alberta students 
in referenda during this year’s vote. 

The proposal for a $15-per-year 
Dedicated Fee Unit in support of the 
charitable Millennium Villages Project 
turned out to be the most controver- 
sial issue of the 2010 campaign. 

Ultimately, students denied their 
support to the initiative, with 56 per 
cent voting against. 

“There were a few large bodies on 
campus who probably voted against 
the fee [and they] defeated it, and 
I don’t think it’s representative of 
the majority of the student body,” 
remarked Mark McCormack, an orga- 
nizer on the Millennium Villages Yes 
campaign. “We know who is main- 
taining the status quo and the status 


quo needs to change [...] We're sad and 
disappointed that students couldn’t 
see the amazing opportunity that was 
brought to them.” 

Students voted with an 89 per cent 
majority to renew the U-Pass agree- 
ment for three more years, until the 
end of the 2013 winter term. The 
renewal passed with an even greater 
majority than when it was first imple- 
mented in 2007, with 84 per cent of the 
votes. The program will cost $91 per 
term next year, $104 in 2011/12, and 
$116 in the final year. 

“We were actually hoping for a little 
bit less [than 89 per cent] because it 
gives us a better bargaining position,” 
said Beverly Eastham, U-Pass Yes cam- 
paign manager. “But obviously stu- 
dents love the U-Pass. It’s good that 
a SU can provide something students 
find value in.”

and Wellness Centre earned a narrow 
52 per cent of student approval. The 
building, which will be constructed on 
the corner of 114 Street and 87 Avenue, 
will contain a larger fitness facility, in 
addition to other amenities such as a 
climbing wall, as well as classroom, 
meditative, and social space. 

Construction is likely to begin in the 
spring of 2011 and students will begin 
paying a $29-per-year fee once it opens 
in 2013. As part of the agreement, stu- 
dents will make up a majority voice on 
PAW’s directing committee. 

“T’s been proven with this type of 
fee environment, where students are 
really feeling the pinch with the econ- 
omy and number of additional fees, 
they saw value in the PAW Centre,” 
explained Steven Dollansky, the PAW 
Centre Yes campaign manager. “I’m 
incredibly happy. | think it’s going to be 
a tremendous addition to campus.”
